HESE modern-English  transia- 
tions of the Bible haven't 
changed the Book; they are simply 
helping the reader to get back to the 
ideas of the original apostles and 
prophets; they are putting the Bible 
again into the language people ac.

Some of the more important ver- 
sions may be noted here. Practical 
ly all the churches of Protestant 
North America have been co-opera-

Council of Religious Wducation, 
in producing what is called the "Re- 
vised Standard Version’ of which 
the New Testament is already out, 
and very popular too, The whole 
Bible in this version is due to be 
off the press by September 1952 


This is an ex cllent version

surpassed, 

Two other translations have been

At One Sitting 
HE average reader, used to tak- 
ing his Bible in snippets of a 
verse or two, or a chapter at most, 
at one time, will find that he can 
sit down with one of these modern 
translations and just read on and 
on, fascinated by the book he has 
discovered for the first time.

MERRILL, Wis.—The toothpick 
has gone glamorous, taking on col-

The Merrill Woodenware Co. was 
in need of greater market. The an-

Ket in the south and were such a 
success they will appear nationally 
To all appearances the firm is going 
to have the biggest year in tts 45 
year history, thanks to the new

Since the firm was purchased by 
W. D. Brown, Jr,, in 1948, the em- 
phasis has been on more toothpicks 
The firm has spent $50,000 in de- 
veloping and constructing in its 
own shops the intrivate machinery 
required to produce 15 to 20 million 
toothpicks a day. 

Largest Manufacturer 

In 1950 the firm will stamp out 
125,000 cases of toothpicks (30.090 
to a case) for the world market, 
compared to 20,000 cases last year.

Flavor is added in a separate 
soaking and drying operation.
